In a statement to­ 
n ig h t the public health service 
warned the public against any of 
th e “ sure cures” being advocated 
for the malady, which according 
to reports today is rapidly sub­ 
siding in all a r m y camps and is 
showing a decrease in many states 
am ong the civilian population. 
Surgeon General Blu$ 
in 
a 
statem ent tonight said: 
“ The health service urges the 
public to rem em ber th a t there is 
as yet no specific cure for influ­ 
enza and th at many of the al­ 
leged ‘cures’ and remedies now 
being recommended by neighbors' 
ro stru m venders an d others do 
more harm than good. 
The chief 
reliance must be on medical a t ­ 
tention, good nursing, fresh air, 
nutritious food, plenty of water 
and cheerful surroundings.” 
Reports received today by the 
public health service showed the 
epidemic to be subsiding in Con­ 
necticut, Delaware, Maine, Mary­ 
land, 
Massachusetts, 
Missouri, 
New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, 
South 
Carolina, Wyoming and Utah. 
Marked increases in the number 
of new cases of influenza in Col­ 
orado were reported. 
Report* from arm y camps con­

W ITH T H E BR ITISH

sociated P re s s ) — Heavy fighting 
continued today in th e Valencien­ 
nes a r e a particularly along 
the 
Rhonelle river, 
south 
of 
th a t 
city. 
The enemy was 
battling 
grimly this morning 
to 
retard 
the British advance which from 
its speed threatened to bottle up 
Valenciennes before its defenders 
could withdraw. 
It seemed today t h a t 
Valen­ 
ciennes could not hold out milch 
longer. 
Yesterday 
t h e 
British 
drove forward across th e LeQues­ 
noy, Valenciennes 
railway, 
the 
Germans being ofrced to 
with­ 
draw from their stro n g positiona 
and fall back to n ew 
defenses 
along the Rhonelle. 
LeQuesnoy 
was closely besieged this morning 
by the attacking forces. 
South ­ 
ward, the rBitish th ird army had 
pushed forward a 
considerable 
ditsanee and forced his way thru 
Engelfontaine after severe fight­ 
ing. 
The 
British 
a t tac k north of 
Valenciennes yesterday had 
ca r­ 
ried them forward to an average 
depth of two miles. 
The 
vil­ 
lages of Moen and Heestert were 
captured and Spichtestraat 
and 
Driech approached a n d the troops 
which stormed Moen pushed On to 
the line of the river at Bossuvt 
and Autryve. 
From statements of prisoners 
and liberated civilians it 
would 
appear th a t the G erm ans intend­ 
ed to hold along th e present line 
around Valenciennes wily 
long 
enough to complete th e prepara­ 
tion of th e defenses along 
th6 
Maubege and Mons to which they 
will retire shortly. 
Civilians re­ 
port th a t troops were set to work 
on this line some tim e ago. 
Yesterday’s advance south 
of 
Valenciennes was rendered doub­ 
ly hard by the extension of 
the 
flooded area. 
The British were 
forced to 
work 
aro u n d 
this. 
There was hard fighting west of 
Fonde, and according to 
latest 
reports th e enemy was 
battling 
fiercely to hold this position with 
a ring of forts. 
An a ttem p t by th© British 
to 
cross the Rhonelle river between 
the Artres and Sepmeries 
early 
today was blocked by a 
heavy 
machine gun and 
artillery 
fire 
from the north bauk of the river 
but the attacking troops pushed 
ahead and establishe dthemselves 
along a line running from n orth­ 
east of Seipiueries to just south or 
Artres. 
In the fighting ab o u t 
Holland 
British patrols forced a passage 
of the canal close to the 
town 
where previous a ttem pts to cross 
had failed. 
F u r t h e r evidence of hardships 
endured by civilians in allied ter­ 
ritory occupied by

They state they were

in Albania and

taking up arms again st the Aus­ 
trians and fighting under Italian 
colors. 
Of the fighting 
on the Italian 
front th e despatch adds: 
“ During the 
last 
twenty-four 
hours 47 officers a n d 2,102 mon 
have been captured. 
The shock 
troops of the Pesaro brigade a r e 
especially 
responsible 
for 
th e 
Italian success in th e Grappa r e ­ 
gion. 
“ Mount Pertiea has been con­ 
quered by th e troops of the 180th 
and 230th 
regiments. 
The con­ 
quest of this extremely difficult 
position has been possible only as 
a result of tho 
valor 
of these 
troops who have beaten the d es­ 
perate resistance of th e enemy. 
“ The Aosta brigade 
has con­ 
quered Mt. Valderoa by a sto rm­ 
ing action. 
The enem y has been 
beaten all over the front in every 
attem pt of counter-attack. 
“ Considerable 
aerial 
activity 
has been displayed by our avia­ 
tors. 
Over 2,700 tons of explo­ 
sives have been dropped over t h e 
enemy positions behind the lines. 
Numerous fires have been noticed 
as a consequence of these bomb­ 
ing expeditions.

ties farther south and have been 
assured that employment awaits 
them as soon as they land here. 
The U. S. employment office at 
St. Louis made inquiry concern­ 
ing the local needs.
